Miſtake me not,] would not have ſo great a Crime for- 
gotten, but I think it belongs to Chriſtian charity, that the 
greateſt ſhould at laft be forgiven, Can there be imagineda 
more deteſtable Treaſon then that againſt our late gracious 
Sovereign,in which,though Juſtice take care to conſerve the 
memory, yet mercy already has-pardoned the Offenders, 

And here I cannot but remember ſome paſſages among us; 

that keep alive our animoſities, and certainly have more of 
humour in them, then ingenuity. We call the Papiffs Igne- 
rant, and yet fear their Subtilly : We cry out of the Foggy 3 
Myſts, and Egyptian darkneſs ot Popery , and at the ſame time,

Even ſince the late Proclamation for bas 
niſhing Prieſts, a Friend of mine told me he heard this cap- 
tious Dilemma made uſe of, If many go away, then 
there were many here, and it was time to look tothem : If 
few, then the more are left behind, and ftill we muſt have a 

care of them; If they complain whey. are afflited, we ſay, - 
they ace Male-contents; if they take all. wi tience, we |

tented. Nay, ſo croſly weinterpret one another, that, to 
my amazement, I have heard ſome zealous Diſcourſers affirm, 
the Papiſts were guilty of all our Diviſions in Religionz be- 
cauſe they were {triving ſtill to ſhew that our Principles lead 
to Divſion. Which if it betrue, isno Crimein them at all ; 
If falſe, let us labour to diſproveit, they who diſcover 
the conſequences of inconvenient Maximes, are not too 
blame : bur they who ſet up thoſe 2daximes. Therefore me- 
thinks Our better play in this point is, firſt toprove the P.- 
ifs in anerrour, and then theunion and unchangeableneſfe 
they ſo much boaſt of, will be the greateſt Objeion againſt 
them; ſince ſuch union makes an errour apt todeceive; and 
ſuch fixedneſs makes it impoſlible to be mended : Whereas 
our variety has this advantage, that ſome may be in the 
right, while others arein the wrong; and ifto day we mi- 
ſtake, to morrow we may corre it, 

Other accuſations we too haſtily impoſe on them , which 
none -but Fools and Bedlams would be guilty of : As ,'that 
whoever is in power and prevails and rules, they till oppoſe 
him; And therefore , at firſt they were againſt the all-com- 
manding-long-half-lower-Houſe 3 then againſt O/iver : then 
againſt the Ramp : Now,againſt the King : Thus ſome among 
us ſtill ſeek to make it be believed, the Papsſts are alwayes 
againſt the governing Powers, onely that the governing 
Powers may be alwayes againſt them. Sure, ifall be true we 
fay ofthem, our Engliſh Papiſts are a ſtrange race of people, 
every kinde of Reformer ſuſpe&sthem to makePlots and Con- 
ſpiracies with his particular Adverſary againſt him, In the 
beginning of the late times, they were charged to conſpire 
with the Proteſtants againſt the Presbyterians : In the midſt 
of theſe miſeries , they were accuſed to conſpire with the 
Preibyterian againſt the Faxaticks : Now , in the end, ſome 
are found to murmur up and down, that they conſpire with 
the Prerbyterians and Favaticks too , againſt the Church of 
England. All, I can fay tothis caſe is, either we miſtake 
them, or they are mad men, and have no more wit then a 
weather -cock, that where e're the wind is, lil! turns his face 


direRly againſt it.

d my ſelf; and thatis, their acknowledging a Foreign 
Authority in prejudice of our Kings Supremacy. And at firſt 
ſight I eaſily diſcern, the Controverſie has, for a long time, 
been ſom-wbat miſtaken, at leaſt miſexpreſt. The Queſtion, 
I conceive, is not whether the Supremacy in matters pure- 
ly ©piritual be in the Kiwg, or the Pope; but, whether in the 
Archb-Biſbop of Canterbary, or the Pope : I ſhall onely looſen 
the knot a little , and chen *twill unty it ſelf, We know 
our graver and more learned Divines , diſtinguiſh between 
the inward power ofthe Keyes , and the outward juriſdicti- 
on by temporal penalties : This they aſsign to the King , in 
all Cauſes, and over all Perſons : That they reſerve to the 
Clergy , asneither derivd from the Civil Magiſtrate, nor de- 
pendant on Him. Andthus much the Papi#s, unleſſe I'm 
miſinform'd, are ready to profeſs , onely they faſten the top= 
lick of the pure-Spiritual chain to the Chair of Rowe , and 
not to that of Caxterbury, Which of theſe waies is the more 
convenient , I cannot judge; but plainly ſee, it one be incon- 
fitent. with Monarchy , theother is : And it a Subje& may 
be, in any conſideration, S»pream, without derogating from 
his Prince, a Stranger may beſo tov. Think on it well, and 
inſtcu& me, ifl erre, 

Buc you will Reply, if the Moderate on both ſides fo 
nearly agree in ſenſe concerning the Kings Eccleſiaſtical Au- 
thority, why do the Papsſts refuſe the Oath of Supremacy, 
and the Proteſtants admit it? ſhall I tell you freely m 
thought ? I believe, if the Proteſtanss underftood that Oat 
as it ſounds, they would never take it, for it gives the 
King more then they mean, and ifthe Papiſt could under- 
ſtand it to ſound no more then the Proteſtants mean, they 
would never refuſe it How then ſhall this difference be re- 
conciled ? Either let both ſides be underſiood to mean as 
they ſpeak, and then neither of them will cake it; orto 
ſpeak as they mean , and then neither of them will refuſe ir. 
The remedy, if heartily deſired, is eaſie: There needs no 
more but fairly to frame the Words according to the ſenſe ;

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I meanall this while, as far as concerns the Royal Supremacy 
in Eccleſiaſtical affairs, not intermedling with the pure Spt- 
ritual part, which | leave to the diſcuſſion of pure Spiritual 
Perſons.

I had almoſt forgot a principal conſideration. The Papiſts,

claration for tender Conſciences 3 and did none ſolicic buc 
they 2 Or muſt it be counted fo unpardonable a Crime for 
SubjeRts to beg of their King the Performance of his Royal 
Word 2 At leaſt thus much we muſt confeſle in excuſe cf the 

Papiſts, they needed moſt their Princes Indulgence, becauſe 
the Lawes were ſevereſt againſt chem : They deſerv'd ic beſt, 
becaule, of all that needed ix,they were moſt faithful to him. 
They moved in the fitteſt time, after the Common UVniforms- : 
ty was EnaQted, and before the Services they had done-were 
orgotten? Yet for all this the general mercy was far more 
ſparingly expreſt to them, then to any of the reſt, Sullen 

Presbyterian, that rather will ſtarve himſelf, then endure a 

Papifi to have amorſel of bread ! 

Tis true, ſome withdrew themſelves from the publick Ser. 
vice upon that Declaration: But, was there one Papiſt among

one of theſe were diſcover'd, on what ground do we ſay they 
were there? and if they were diſcover'd, by what favour 
were they protected againſt the Law ? ſure nothing can be 
aid why they were not found gxi/ty, but that they could not 
be fond. , 

But 'tis time to conclude; for my part, let others do as 
they pleaſe, Ile ſtrive to love my ownjReligion, without 
hating another mans 3 much lefle will 1 hate another man 
for his Religion. I conceive him in anerrour, and he thinks 
ſo of me; I have ſome marksof being in the right , and he [ 
believes he has as many as I - 1 reade the Bible, and ſo does 
he : And after all / our differences continue: What ſhall 
we do, bur live peaceably together, till it pleaſe God to clear 
che truth among us; Onely thisadvantagel cannot deny 
to the Papiſts, that in temporal reſpects they are incompae 
rably more tolerable, then either Presbyterian or Faxatich ; 
In ſpiritual, though we charge themall with Errours, yet - 4 
thoſe 'of the Papiſts conſiſts with the Being of our Church, 
the other deſtroy it, Excuſe this long Letter , and believe
